ſterity prouided for, "Chis is that vertue, 
which mooueth men to all the cauſes and 
cares of preparation againſt the time to 
cometas 18 foreſecing, ſtudieng, & laboring 
in the time preſent not only to preuent dan 
gers, neceſsities and miſeries, which the fu⸗ 
ture time may bring with it, but alſo ts lay 
aforehand many platforms of happie life & 
felicity. Hence it is that men plant & build, 
not only for thẽſelues, but alſo for thẽ that 
ſhal comeafter: that princes in time of peace 
prepare armor againſt the time of war: that 
men in time of plenty, lay vp ſtore againſt 
the time of famine: in health, to ſeeke and 
keepe ready medicines againſt the time of 
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qnfechon and ſicknes, & in the former part 


of life to prouide wherewith to relicue the 
neceſsitie of impotẽt & feeble age: al which 
parts doe eſpecially tend to procure peace, 


encreaſe wealth, auoid miſerie, prolong life, 
{hift off death, and to profit the poſteritie, 
But where mea begin not the foundation 
of theſe their prouident forecaſtes in God, 
the vnmooucable rocke,and leuel not their 


proceedings by the line of his great and 


. mighty prouidence, nor purpoſe the end of 
their indeurous to his glorie, their buildings 
often fall by ſuddaine ruine before their 
worice be all finiſſied: and why fo % Becauſe 
they neuer looke vpward towards heauen, 
| before they begin, there to aske counſell at 
Gods mouth, what his wil and pleaſure ap- 
pointeth, Whereuppon it followeth , that 
they neuer regard what the Creator com- 
mzaundeth or forbiddeth , but what the 
allurementes ofthe world, the opportunis 
tie of time, fitneſſe of place, and perſwaſi⸗ 
ons of men may intice them to take in 
hande 4 neither doo they turne their eie⸗ 
ſight inward, I meane their mindes to 


looke into themſelues, and to conſider 


what their affectionꝭ are, and to examine 
well winther their intentes leade them: 
and 
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And therefore tliey neuer reſpect what 
cquitie, right and good conſcicnce may 
walſfant , but what their owe willes, 


luſtes and deſires doo allure them to doo, 
not ſo much weighing what the law of na- 
ture maintaineth, or the terrors of the di- 
uine judgment dos threaten: as what their 
wittes are able to inuent, their riches to 
ſupport, their authoritie to countenance, 


and their ſtrength to perfourme, ruſhing 
headlong whether ſocuer their rage or 
luſtes doo driue them: Therefore no mar⸗ 


ueile though haſtie elimers ſuddainely fall, 
and raſh Diners are often drowned: and 


no woonder that their guideleſſe ſhippes 


ſuffer wracke , conſidering that they 
ſtriue againſt ſo mightie a winde and for: 
cible ſtreame, as is the high and moſte 
mightie prouidence of God. Hence it 
commeth, to paſſe that proude enterpris 
ſes meete with confuſion, that wiſe mens

ope ſoone vaniſheth: and finally, that 

men truſting in their owne ſtrength, fayle 
in their owne weakneſle, | 

But when worldly men beholde with 


their eies their counſels diſpearſed , their

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prouident forecaſtes preuented: Howtake 


they it: How beare they it Moſt wretcheds 


lie, mt vnlike to a ſwift running ſtrłame, 
which being ſtated & croſſe dammed, vpon 
the ſuddaine, preſentlie {welleth, ouerflow- 


eth the bankes, falleth downe with terrible 
roaring, reboundeth with foule foming, run 
ning hither and thither diſperſedlie, turneth 
into many puddles of myre and mudde, 


where, either it ſtandeth in corruption, or 


ſincketh by confuſion: ſo men, beholding 
ſuddain changes againſt themſelues, & not 
knowing that the creator of al things doth 
ſtill retain to himſelf the iuriſdiction & ad- 


miniſtration in working his owne will and | 


eternall decrees, in all cauſes and matters 
both in heauen & earth, iſtand perplexed 
and amazed in trouble of mind,either ſwel⸗ 


ling in rage, or pyning in diſpaire. Where 


fore, it were good for all men to learne, not 


onely where to begin their prouidence in 
matters of this life, but alſo to lay the foun? | 
dation of a ſpirituall prouidence, whereby 


they may begin, proceed, and continue a 


good preparation for the life to come! : for | 
this is that part of prouidence, which euer 


hath the foundation in God, by whome it 
is {til continued, and finally accompliſhed 
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thisis that ſweet and p recious prouidence3 


which whoſecuer poſſeſſeth, beareth all af-

among many examples of this argument, 

the holy man Tobis comended to be a moſt.

Job had cruelly aſſaulted & violẽtly batte- 
red the city of this holy mans happie pꝛol⸗ 
perity, c ſhaken to the grounde the pꝛinci⸗ 
pall pillers of his earthly comfozt: namely 
the vnreaſonable ſpoile of his ſubſtãce, the 
bloody ſlaughter of his ſeruants & molt las 
mentable deſtruction of his childzen, 

Ik we deſire furcher to vnderſtad, what 
helping hands this enemy had to wozk his 
will in this tragicall part: the ſtoʒy repoꝛ⸗ 
teth,that he had his choſen x trained ſouls 
diers, c that out of diners coũtrieg, certain 
Sabees, c their companies ofconfederate 
Chaldees,whoſe minds he had induced to 
execute part of his mtended maltce, by the 
foxcible allurements of the rich ſpoile:any 
now being pꝛeſt with a greedy deſire of the 
Pap, he armed the with boldnes c cruelty ' 
1 Bz: not 
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not onely to ſtretch out their rauenous 
hands to Iobs cattell, but allo to imbꝛewe 
their lwoꝛdes in the blood ol his lilly Ser⸗

If wee al ke what inſtruments cls hee 

wzought withall: The ſtozie declareth, 
that hee had in his handes flaming and 
conluming fire from heauen, and a moſt 
violent tempeſt, oꝛ CT hyꝛl⸗wind from the 
wilderneſle : the one of theſe lo vehement, 
that it conſumed all that it touched, and 
the other ſo violent, that it cruſhed to the 
ground the eldeſt bzothers houſe , which 
was not able to reli it, Thele tragicall 
partes were not moze malicioullie execu⸗ 
ted, than lubtilly conueyed, and luddainlie 
pꝛoclaimed: foꝛ in the middeſt of his lun⸗ 
dꝛie murthers, this enemie relerued cer⸗ 
taine aliue: not foꝛ any fattour he bare to

Father of ſo mante dead childzen. 
Theſe Melſengers were not ſent toge⸗ 
ther, noꝛ yet one lingring long after anos 
ther, it was not told him in a totall Sum, 
leaſt he might haue caſt al his cares toge⸗ 
tber with one coũter: neither did this cru⸗ 
el euemie ceaſe in his rage, as ſtaieng whẽ 
he had geuen him one wo:mde , but (as an 
enemy in his tyꝛannous furie /ſtabbed him 
with manp, leaſt he might haue ſtanched 
the bleeding iſlue with one tent, foꝛ his ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowes increaled as the meſſengers aug⸗ 
mented, and his woundes were doubled 
as the new repoꝛtes came in. Such ſpeed 
was made by theſe poſtes, that a new hoz⸗ 
rour ſounded ſtill in his cares befoze his 
heart could well conſider of the olde. The 
firſt came in haſte, and tolde him that his 
Oren were taken from the Plough, his 
Alles from the paſfure, and that his Pul⸗ 
bandmen were llaine by certaine Sabees, 
which thꝛough conetouſneſſe and crueltie 
had violẽtly caried away thole cattel with 
them, and had left his leruants blood be- 
hind them, The lecond made an out⸗crie, 
that the fire of God was fallen from hea⸗ 
nen, and had vtterly conſumed both his 
theepe,anyhis Shepheardes. The thirde 
Þ 3 came, 
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tame, repoꝛting for trueth, that thꝛee com. 
panies of wicked Chaldces had dziuen as 
way his Tamelles, and without all pitie 
had murthered their keepers. 

The fourth man making great haſte 
with ill newes( which many delight to do) 
declared to Job the heauieſt and moſt la⸗ 
mentable meſſage that euer in his life he 
had heard oz receiued: namely, that all his 
fonnes and all his daughters were dead, g 
allo by what meancs. Nowe when euery 
man had told his tale, and euery ene woe 
than other: and as thep were al heauy re⸗ 
poꝛts, ſo were they all too true loʒ an ow⸗ 
ner, a maiſter and a louing parent to hear, 
and too bitter koꝛ his heart to diſgelt with 
liking 02 delight, yet by the lequele it (hall 
apveare,that this wofull man, this wofull 
and good man, did lo wel tẽper his ſozrow 
with comfoꝛt, his fear e with hope, his lolle 
with patience, and his velelate ſtate in this 
woꝛld with the lweet meditatiõ of the hea« 
uenly life and woꝛld to come, that neither 
Jozrow could wozk his diſpaire, no} feare 
compel him to hide himſelf, no2 the lolle of 
ſo manp deare things quench his dear loue 
already deep rooted in the fountain of eter 
nal . by inguiring, we haue 
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the whole cauſe of Iobs vehement griefe 
and ſoꝛrom. 

Next follaweth to know the time whe 
theſe newes were thus haitily- bꝛought to 
bim, when he lo rent his gar mentes and 
ſhoze his head in the bitter anguiſh of his 
mind:the ſirſt woꝛd of the Text doth plain 
ly ſhew:ſaieng, Then, cucn the ſame dap 
that ſo great ſpoile was made ol his goods 
ſo cruel a llaughter of his ſeruants, æ ſo ſud 
dain a deſtructiũ bełallen his childꝛẽ.

and ſqueaking out of teares by a painful 

canltriction. King Salomon knowing all 
this to be true, hath lekt vs this warning 
behind him, that bekoꝛe all other attendãce 
we {ould pꝛelerre the watch ol the heart. 
Now fozalmutch as there are two ex⸗ 
treames oppoing the meane , here in this 
cauſe we haue inhand, IJ luppole it both 
neceſſarie and pꝛolitable, foz that men fall 
into both, the one part in defect, the other 
in exceſſe, to ſhow how much the one loꝛte 
rebell againſt Nature & Modeſtie, and the 
other againſt cofozt religion: but leauing 
Democrates in his merie fancie, laugh⸗ 
ing at the change of all mut able thinges, 


and Heraclitus weeping; too much vppon mil 


the conſideration of humain milerie, let vs 


view the ablurditie of the Stoickes opini 1 aun 


on, whereof Zeno( as ſome wꝛite) was the 
fir? Authoꝛ: This Sect haue framed a- 
mong themſclues a wiſe man, ſuch a one 
as the world yet neuer polleſled, ſtanding 
ſtout and vnmoucable as a Nocke of fone 
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axainſt al cauſes thatlare woont to modue 
mens minds to perturbation, and if any be 
not armev with this flinty hardnes (as in 
deed none are) they remooue him fro their 
wiſe man. Mot far diſtant from this ſtoi⸗ 
call opinion, are certame newe Stoickes, 
now at this time amongſt the Chyiſttans, 
to make a fooliſh ſhewe ol their pꝛolite in 
religion, all into a ſhamefull bꝛeach and 
contempt of Chꝛiſtian modeſtie, ſmyling at 
the kuner als ol their deare Parents: but 
let ſuch conliver theſe arguments and ex⸗ 
amples which followe : and firft to begin 
with nature, that great wozk of Godthath - 
it not planted compaſiton in enery liuing 
creature: Doth not the dumbe beaitin her 
kunde, being bereaued ol her poong, make - 
a ſozrowfull lamentation , thereby expꝛel⸗ 
ſing her inwardgriefe by her naturall and 
loud crie : Doth not the litle byꝛd in her 
maner bewaile her deſolate ſtate, when re⸗ 
turning to her neaſt, ſhe findeth her birdes 


gone: Doth thee not lit aloofe chittering 


in ſozrow,ſignifieng thereby what woe ſhe 
ſuffers fo2 the loſſe of that ſhe loued $ And 
what tozment thee feelcth ſo often as ſhee 
beholdeth her emptie neaſt: And is it then 
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chat in him which nature neuer teaſeth (if 
£0 kindle in euery new by2th and breed: 

Ik we conſider the examples of holie 
men, wee (hall finde thet the holieſt ek all 
were not void of affections: lacob that 
holy Patriarck, very grieuoully bewailed 
the luppoled death of his ſon Ioſepht and 
Joſeph, that excellent man, cante to his ka⸗ 
ther Jacob being dead, yet true ſoꝛrow e 
natural afection infoʒted him to fal down 
vpon his kathers coꝛps, & ta beſpꝛinkle his 
parents ghaſtly lace with many loꝛrowkull 
teares. Dauid mcurned and faſted for his 
child all the wille that it laboured in the 
paines and panges of death. Dur Low 


Jelus Chit the holielt of al, polleſſed al⸗ 


fections,fo2 when he indured auy grieke, 
he felt it, he ſighed at it and diuers times 
was ſoꝛrowkull, and lad: while he was vp⸗ 
pon the croſle his crie was loud, and many 
heard it, he Head pitilul tears, many law 
them. Now if weeping, mourning & ſheas 
ding of teares had bene foxvidden by God 
as offences, Abraha would not haue wept

requtred:and ſhallone man deuile, oz one 
ſeeke to confirme an opinion among thems 
lelues, and atter to inſinuate the ſame into 


others, as à law of wiſdome: whereas wee | 
lee, that nothing can better reſemble kal⸗ 
lie: foʒ, by their doctrine they condemne 
mourning, weeping + lamentation, which | 


the Low, the great Law-makerhath als 


Jowed,holie men haue ſuffered, and natu⸗ 


rale 
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rallie boꝛne, all Nations obſertted , and 
- Antiquitie commended , Thus much a- 
gainſt the firſt extreame , offending in 
defect. 

The lecond ertreame oppoſed to the 
meane, is in exceſſe: as when due fozme 
and mealure is either faliſhlv neglected, oꝛ 
wilfullie contemned : Manie arc the eau⸗ 
{ſes why ſome can caſily dilgeſt that with 
litle pame, which other can hardlie luſtain 
without griefe and bytterneſſe of the hart. 
But greater is the number, which in their 
ſoꝛrow fall into exceſſe, than the companie 
of them which offend in defect , although 
the number be great of both. As the one 
part onght to be molliſied, ſo the other 
ſtand in great need to be reliened by conlo⸗ 
lation :ot the loꝛmer we haue already lulli⸗ 
ctently conſidered, therefoze we may like⸗ 
wile inquire, what kind of men oꝛ women 
thele be, ol the latter ſect, oꝛ rather fooliſh 
ſoꝛte: and what bee the cauſes ol their ex⸗ 
celle, It we demaund who they bee, ex⸗ 


j Pertence doth anlwere, that they bee theſe 


which thzough the feebleneſſe of mind fall 
downe vnder euery burthen, melted with 
$ P£uery heat, blaſted with euery wind, and 
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fo2e when anie miſerie 02 tribulation vi- 
ſite them, hawe beare they it: By ſin⸗ 
king vnder it: How doo they applie reme⸗ 
dies: By treading them vnder koot: How 
defende they ſtoꝛms : By running into ri⸗ 
uers: And howe doo they indure winde 


and weather, being bloſſomes : By kal⸗ 
ling from che tree: And how doo they re⸗ 
ſiſt the ſtreame : By going downe with 
it: And can they endure any heat : No, 
but they by and by melt to dzoile, Thele 
are they which llie not fro their {ozrowes, 
but follow them, they goe not about to ba- 
nith them, but rather run after them, to 
call them back again,toretain thẽ, to feed 
them, till they themlelues do pine and wi⸗ 
ther away: they ligh, t eat not: they heare 
comfoꝛtes, but conceiue them not:wher by 
it commeth to palle,that kancies, thoughts 
Ed2eames do banilh lleep, the lweet nurle | 
of nature, which being denied her nouriſh⸗ 
ment, reſolueth her krame, which ſhozly al⸗ 
ter falleth by a woful ruine. 
The like matters of Iobs ſoꝛrowes, 
are allo the cauſes likewiſe of other mens 
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doo till befal to moꝛtal mens foꝛ the ſame 
enemy walketh lil round about the woꝛld: 


he hath malice fill, men haue leruentes, 


goods and childzen ſtill: yet Sathan being 
ſtill vader reſtraint, cannot goe beyonds 


his permillion : Hee is Gill a malicious 
firebꝛand, ready ta burne houles: a bloc⸗ 


dy lwoꝛd ta commit murther, a lollicitoz 
ok euill men to rob and ſpo:te, a tempeſt 
to doo miſchieke, a ſparke to kindle debate: 
pet foꝛ all this, he cannot pꝛoceede ſo karre 
as hee would in any one of theſe thinges, 
but there cealeth, where the deuine per⸗ 
millto appointeth:but foꝛaſmuch as mens 
ſorowes growe from an infinite number 
of cauſes, differing among themlelues, we 
cannot number them, but thus we may (in 
reſpect ot their time) make a kind ol deui- 
ſtõ:we may ſay that the matters koꝛ which 
men luſter grieke æx endure woe, are either 
things which we vehemently delire & can- 
not attain, oꝛ things [living away from vs 
which we would fain hold,o2 thinges gone 
from vs which we cannot recouer:et᷑ theſe 
thꝛee things, as material caules of ſoꝛrom 
we may make a bꝛieke recitall in this ma⸗ 
ner, about the firſt matters: theſe kind ol 
men are found patientg labouring in the 
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toꝛtures of boiling deſires, among which, 
we map reckon fooliſh Louers , denied of 
their luites, which do ſo impaciently bear 
their deniall, that many are leene falling 
into phꝛenſies, many into deavlie diſeaſes, 
and many moaping in their fooles kan⸗ 
cies, wandzing vp and downe in fooles 
Paradice all the dates of their liues : this 
is pꝛooued by daylie experience abꝛoad in 
the woꝛld: but what cauleth this ſtr aunge 
effect: Surely , one cauſe is the want of 
patience, The couetous man being denied 
the thing he de ſireth, becommeth a heauie 
mourner, as ił he had loſt all that he poſle(- 
ſeth ,fo2 ſo did Achab, when hee could not 
obtaine Nabothes Umepard: it is ſaid, 
that he came home vered and kul oklozrow, 
he laied him downe vpon his bed, he turned 
bisface towardes the wall, hee refuſed his 
meat, he would eat no bꝛead, and what a 
wzetchednelle was this? = 

The ambitious man, beeholding with 
enuie the honour which other men intoy, 
falieth into miſltking and contempt of his 
owne elfate: what then : He ligheth to lee 
this, and mourneth that he cannot reme- 
die it:ſometime he climech with hope, ano⸗ 
ther while inketh with dilpaire: but — 
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doth he couet that which he cannot copalſe, 
02 go about toclime the tree which he can⸗ 
not imbzace: Oz ſet his foot into the riuer 
which he canot wade : It it is molt certain 
that luch me deſire the fruit, but neuer cõ⸗ 
lider the height of the tree: wherby it com⸗ 
meth oft to paſſe, that when they haue alcẽ⸗ 
ded to the top, wher they haue laboꝛed long 
toſit , they luddainly fall with the bough 
they doo imb2zace, Herod ſought koꝛ glo⸗ 
rie, and when he hnd found it, how long did 
he intop it: The fooliſh people had no loo⸗ 
ner giuen him the thing he deſired, and he 
no ſooner accepted it, but a ſuddaine iudg⸗ 
ment ty2zeatned his luddaine ruine 2 the 
mount of his pꝛide was high, he lat vpon it 
without ſuſpition, and therefoze he was na 
ſooner let ( J meane in his pꝛoud conceit) 
but his Mountaine remooued, and a ſud⸗ 

dame deſtruction caught him in his kall. 
The ſecond kind of matters infozcing 
heauineſſe and loꝛrow, are thinges now az 
bout to take their leaue. As whe the woꝛld 
lp man, ſeeing c beholding how his wealth 
begins to waſte, and his riches decreaſe, 
how great is his gr iefe, how many bee his 
ſighes, how often dooth he complaine, how 
any times dooth he bꝛeake his me 2 
en 
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when hee beholdeth the dꝛawing neere of 
death to take him fro al his hono), wealth, 
pollelũcnę, treaſures, plealures c commo⸗ 
dities, then feare cauſeth his hart to trem⸗ 
ble, and the very light ot death docth dzine | 
him into a painekull agony which is oft | 
moꝛe hoꝛrible than death it ſelle: pet is he 
lo loth to depart from this would, that hee 
could find in his heart (ik it were poſſible) 
to tap a thouland peares, ſhaking it by the 
hand, betoꝛe he would willingly bid it fares 
well. The like map be ſaid cf fooliſh frieds 
whom death is now about to ſeperate , 0 | 
els hath newly taken their child, their hul⸗ ; 
band, wife o2 Parent from the poſſeſſion 
of life: haw vnpatientlie doo they beholve 
this thing: Euen as men oꝛ women from 
whome wit, reaſon and religion are vt- 
terlie taken away, not onely vſing all the 
meanes they can to kecpe aw retaine | 
them in like ( which is not to bee mifliked) 
but after that life is gone, they ceale not | 
tocrie tothe dead, which heares not, to 
wing and knocke the bodie, being depzi⸗ 
ued of all ſenſe and feeling, and to ſtriue 
againſt the ſentence of moꝛtalitie: T 
thele and ſuch like, the holy Apoſtle ſpea⸗ 

. lohn. . keth:laieng, Loue nat this world, nor the

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things which are of the world. And S. 
Paule wilheth chꝛiſtians, to vle this woꝛld 
as if they vled it not, he addeth a reaſon, 
becauſe the faſhion of this wozld pericheth, 
02 euery day altereth.

ches, wildome and honoz, in plentikul mea⸗ 


ſure So lecretly the Lozd pꝛoceedeth in 
his purpoſe to dos vs good, that okt times 
our welfare is in wozking whẽ we are llee 
ping,# the ſeed of our pꝛoſperit is caſt in⸗ 


to the ground, and ready to bud bekoꝛe we 


can perceiue the good will of the ſowec to⸗ 
wards vs: In this maner the Lo2d hath 


railed an e from their 
"0k d lifted vp the P00! rom th 


baſe degree, and placed them in pꝛincelie 
ſeates, he hath begun to wozk his purpoſe 
oft times by moſt darke meanes, and his 
lecrete decrees haue taken roote by a ſinal 
ſeed: he pꝛomiſed to Abrahã that his ſeed 
ſhould polſeſſe the pleaſaunt land of Cana⸗ 
an, pet this purpoſe began not to woozke 
till Iacob made his ſonne IJoſeph a ſundꝛy 
colloured coat, full litle chinkie, that the 
fame ſhould haue bene an occaſion of enuy, 
and enuy the cauſe of ſelling Toſeph into 
Egypt, and ſo conſequently,by vel occalt- 
— the hidden leede came to a blolſome. 
Hence it grew to paſſe, that Ioſeph was 
aduancen to honour, and Iacob and his 
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family receiued into Egypt, relieued in 
kamine, and planted in the kertilitie ol the 
land, till they grew in multitude mighty 
vnough to palle thzough many kingdoms : 
and ſinallie, (though the ſtrong arme that 
ayded them) to conguere and polleſſe the 
pꝛomiſed inheritauce: TMoonderkull was 
the pꝛouidence ol God in the pꝛeleruation 
of Moſes, and at length in making him 
à mightie Captaine and an holy Pꝛophet. 
In thele examples and in many other, we 
may euidently lee the goodneſſe of God, in 
giumg:his wil, in alligning: his wildome, 
in oꝛdering, and his mightie power, in ſini⸗ 
ſhing. Examples are plentiful to pꝛoue the 
Lopd to be the giuer of wildom, pꝛolperit 
victozies, dekence, pꝛeleruation, freindſhip, 
kauour, honoꝛ & renowme, health & ſtrẽgth 
of body, and al other bleſſings whatloeuer. 

Not withſtanding all this, the greater 
part of men, though grolſe ignozance, fa- 
ſten their loo kes ſo wiſhlte vppon the nert 
cauſes,02 common meanes , that tbep dif- 
cerne no further in the change. 62 altera⸗ 
tion of mens eſtates, then to the thinges | 
which are next at hande, eſteeming, that 


by good foztune, wildome by learning and 


ſtrength & beautie come by nature, riches - jy 


long | 
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Long experience;honoz by deferts , fricnd- 
chip by fauour, good name by vertue, victo 
ries by ſtrength and pollicie, and great - 
increaſe by good hul bandzie: but while 
they louke not to the prime caule , oz finde 
not the firſt fountain whence all thele gra⸗ 
cious ſtreames doo flow, they remaine ig⸗ 
nozant, that Nature is Gods woꝛzke: that 
that which they cal Foꝛtune is Gods pꝛo⸗ 
uidence, diſpoling that wildome is his gift, 
that honoꝛ is his reward krienchip his own 
kauour, victozie his appointment, and all 
increale his frauke: liberalitie, Amongſt 
theſe kind of men, linie map wel be num⸗ 
bꝛed, who both ignoꝛantly and vnthanklul⸗ 
ly complained againſt Nature, fo that (he 
had cloathed euery creature with ſome 
kind of defence:as ſheepe with wooll, fiſhes 
with ſcales, trees with barke. c, but had 
calt man (into this wozld ) only naked vpon 
the bare ground. Ik he efccined Mature 
as a God, his ignozance was groſſe: but il 
he vnderſtood God in nature, his vnthank⸗ 
kulnes was great:ſuch is maus vnkindnes 
that he is ſeldom cõ:ẽted with the quãtity 
of Gods gikts, oꝛ pleaſed with the quality, 
but is loũd murmuringfo2 want, oz coplais 
ning of p he polleſleth:it is our duty to pꝛe

ficient beloꝛe the inſtrument. A lling⸗Aone 
flew Goliah, but who thꝛew it: Dauid, 

true: but who guided it: God, moſt true, 
Muſicke and wine make the heart merie, 
ſaith the wiſe man: but he addeth, that the 
ſtudie of wiſdom is better than them both: 

that is to lay, bv wiſedome we knowe who 
hath giuen them that vertue Nom follow 
eth the next particular. 

The Lord hath taken away: In han⸗ 
deling of this, let vsfirlt enquire,why Iob 
repꝛeſlſeth his complaint againſt Sathan 
and his confederates, the Sabees 4 Chal- 
dees, by whole malice and miſchieuous 
natures, he well vnderſtood that al this his 
milerie and wofull deſolation was conſpi⸗ 
red and executed: We may take this to} 
our anſwere:that this ſozxrowful man was 
ſo wholly moxtifted, that hee caſt his eies 
from the earth and all earthly thmges , as 
effictents and inſtruments, vp to heauen 
and heauenly contemplation, wher his on⸗ 
ly comfoꝛt reſted:toꝛ if he ſhould haue fal- 
len to bytter acculing of the cauſes, oꝛ to

If wee conſider how much the time 

(when deare thinges be takenfrom men)

uatiũ oꝛ death, come ful olt, when they are

beloued, oz els when thele things haue bin 
long enioyed:and therfoe the loue of them 
moꝛe deepe rooted, ſo that fleſh and blood 
crieth ſtill, O but we might haue enioyes 


them longer. Hence it ſpꝛung that death is

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walled cruell, and Clotho, Lacheſis, ant 
Atropos tearmed ſeuere: which thiee(bp 
diſcription)lignified the 3. times of mans 
life: time paſt, pꝛelent, and to come. 
By what meanes ſoeuer theſe thinges 


be taken from men, they ſtill millike the 


maner, the inſtruments, the time, and the 
place: whereby in their blind furie they re⸗ 
bell againſt God himlelfe , whole lawes 
and iudgments they ought to obep and not 
to reſiſt. But the godly, being inſtructed in 
the knowledge ol Gods pꝛouidẽce, are cers 
tilied, that the Loʒd, from euerlaſting, hath 
appointed to euery thing his period and kul 
point, bepond which they cannot paſlle £ 
hereby it may euidently appeare vnto 
vs, that the Low remaineth vnchangeable 
in himlelk, when euer thing in this wozld 
become mutable to men. This conlidera- 
tion hath cauſed holy men patiently and 
with quiet minds to ſuffer loſles, troubles, 
atid miſeries, neit her appealing from their 
Judge, noz blaming the meanes, wozking 
betweene God and them : Dauid, when 
he vnderſtood that his ſon Abſolon was 
llain, tooke it heauilie, vet he cried not, wo 


, Woozth to the man that llew him: But o 


— my ſon, my ſonne Abſolon, 
| . . knows 
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knowing that the Judge which had giuen 
that lentence vpon him was tult : that the 
man which wounded him was the Lowes 


own hand, x that his lon [iiffered no moꝛe 


tha he had thꝛoughly delerued. Tobias cur⸗ 
{ed not the ſwallow, whoſe dung made him 
blind, noꝛ once found kault with him that 
lent her:but among lo many thoulands of 
holy men which haue left their exãples ct 
pattence to the poſteritp, there is not one to 
be compared with our Lozd Jeſus Chyiltt 
he was pooꝛe, yet complained not: he was 
hungrie, vet he murmured nat, he was con 
tẽned cf the wicked, yet he was not dilcõ⸗ 
kozted:he was blalphemed, vet raged not: 
one of his Dilciples betraied him, yet hee 
did not curſe him: the reſt fled from him, 
but hee did not therekoze renounce them: 
his enemies ſtript him out ot his cloathes, 
pet did not he ſtriue with them:they [mote 
him on the face , pet did not hee ſo much 
as lift vp his hand againſt thẽ: hee was 
fallly acculed and vniuſtly condemned, pet 
remained hee as a mecke lambe led to the 
laughter: but yet a karre greater griefe 
than al this he luffered e felt, boiling in his 
agonp, when his ſweat.trickled downe like 
dꝛops of blood, at what time he felt a mat⸗ 


ter moze hozrible than death it ſelfe,foz he

God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken 
me?but in the ſtrength of his confidence, he 
ſaid, Lord, into thy hands I comend my 
ſpirit. Now followeth, that he bleſſed the 
name of God. By the name ol God is vn- 
derſt ood God hiniſelfe,knowen to be vlual 
in the ſcriptures:in this laieng, Iob ſhew⸗ 
eth himſelf a victoꝛious champiõ ouer Sa⸗ 
than, & erecteth this as his Trophenne oz 
Enligne of honoꝛ. De bleſſeth the name of 
God in diuerſe reſpects:firff, as wozthy of 
pꝛaiſe and honour fo2 his goodneſſe & libe⸗ 
ralitie in giuing to him gifts,fo many, ſo 
great, c ſo good, ſo dear & ſo long a time of 
polleſſion:thus returning back with a thak 
ful heart c reuerend duty, killed the louing 
hand of God, which ſo long beſoꝛe had molt 
bountifully beſtowed thoſe manifold gifts 
vppon him, Secondly , it ſufficeth him, 
not onely patiently to ſuffer thoſe lolſes, 
but allo giueth thãks to God, as moſt kind 
and louing alwell for the dammage he ſu⸗ 
ſtained, as fo2 the benefits receiued, 10 the 

irit 
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ſpiri ite impoſing ſilence to his weake affe: 
ction, gaue him inſtruction, that his hea⸗ 
uenly father , neither would noꝛz coulde 
wozke euill fo} his childzen,of whole num- 
ber he was fully perſwaded himſelfe tobe 
one: and therefoze; whatloeuer befall his 
deare ſeruantes, is to be reckoned not one: |. 
lie as no euill, but allo woꝛthy to be num. 
bzed among benefits, Thirdly, Job extol⸗ 


leth che Low God, as wooꝛthy of eternal 


. Honour and gloꝛte, foz his moſt pure & con⸗ 


ſtant righteouſnelle , cquitie & Judgment, 


which paſſed as molt mightie ſfreames; 
whole courſe no ſtrength is able to reſift; 
and whole clearneſle no mud can delt, and 
the meeke paſſage ſuch as none periſh in 
it, but thole that reſilt it. 

In all this Tob ſinned not, nor chars 
ged God fooliſhlie: A verie honourable 
and xloztotts commendation, put in a per- 
petuall recozd,as a crowne vppon ſo wooz⸗ 
thy a Grace: Albeit,he was woonderfully 
perplered in the bytterneſle ofhts ſozrowe, 
pet he neither in the ſecrete cloſure of his 
heart, conceiued any falle ſurmiſe oz er⸗ 
ronious thought againſt God : neither 
powzed foꝛth in the extremitie of his trou⸗ 
bled mind any * amille -which might 
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argue any deſire of reuenge againſt God 
oꝛ man: ſo mightily did che hand of God 
defende him againſt the violent aſſault of 
his malicious enimie : whereby it map 
appeare, that the good Spirite of God 
lifted: him vp aboue che common krailtie 
of men , This was the lame coniforter 
that long lince ſaive to Sainte Paule, 
My grace is ſufficient for thee : And 
the lame God that ſent His Angell to our 
Sauiour Chziſte to comfo}; him, nowe 
beholding the hozrour of beach and bur⸗ 
g alle an dhen Of ite before his lace: the lame 
s able tot w. 7 7 
Dünn hich can ſhut Lions mouthes, abate 
me fl the nature of fire, deuide the Sea alun⸗ 
5 der, ſtay the Sunne in his courſe: the
